Prof. Blllings (being invited to explaing —
My remarks should not be talken as political,
I am employed o investizute into the dis-
casos of apimals, My loetter had reference
to the state veterinary and the live stock
comission. Belore Governor Uhayer came
into ofice a proelamation was issund by his
predecessor  prohibiting the importation of
cattle from Cook vounty, Illinois, against
which the whole west was quarrantined on
account of pleuro-pooumonin. A lot of cattle
were brought into Nebraska without the re-
quired certificate of heaith.. The commis-
sion broke the law by ordering the admission
of those cattle, I published anarticle on
this unlawful action, beeause 1 thought it
my doty as one charged with the live stock
interests of Nebruska. Gowvernor Thayer
was indignant and sent for me. After our
conversation he complimented me and said 1
understpod my business, This ovcurred in
1887. We h a state veterinarian ealled
Gerth, for whom 1 have done mueh becanso
he was very dear to me on account ol his
asgociation with my dead boy., His
home was st Newarle, N. J., and 1t was
through my influence that he came to Ne-
braski. At the request of his father I took
him into my family and tried to teach him
something.

Dr. Billings inflicted one of his harangues
upun the committee on public lands and
buildings to-night.  He climed that hog
cholera is producad by & germ that exists in
the eoarth, and this germ, accordiog to the
food it cats, is either virulent or Barmh:ss.
He suid that no hogs were ever killed by
inoculavion, He figured that iv would re-
quire ten tuousand gallons of virus to iuocu-
Lite the two millien hogs m Nebraskn, and
wanted the state to approprinte §15,000 to
put up a bullding in which to conduct his
experanents,  He was talon shavply o task
by Fieldgrove, of Buffulo, who told him, in
atibstaues, thut he was an arrant bumbug,
und seouted the idea that hog cholera could
be prevented by inoculution. In closing his
ndaress Billings proposed a willingoess to
laave the state if ho stayed in the way of the
success of the hog wash,

The committee did not uet on the bill, but
arc wlmost u unit ggainst throwing any more
woney away on Billings' schemes,

AFTENNOON SELSION.

The committee pppointed to investigate the
rocont oxplosion ot the mwsane asylum, re-
parted ne follows:

We find that the immediate cause of the
oxplosion wis a iack of sufficient water in
boiler No. 2. The lack of wator was caused
by earclossness on the part of the engineer,
in charge nt the time of the explosion, one
Davis, That said Davis was not competent
o run snid boiler plant, and we recommend
that ie bo discharged, and not further etm-
ploved by this state. We also find that said
plant wus defective in its mochanical con-
straetion, from the fact that the supply pipe
and blow-off were pt the further end of the
boiler, henee not linble to be readily seen in
case of thele getting out of order. Wea
recommend that the bollers and ongines of
all publie buildings be placed in a separate
building at least soventy-five feot from the
main building. We recommend the passage
of a law providing for a propor inspection of
boilers, also one for the prover governing
aud licensing of eugineors employoed in this
state, We also recommond that all inmatea
ol the hospital be kept out of the engine and

HOW THE I"OOR DL

A Pitaful Case From Wnich Clean-
Robed Charity Held Aloof.

Stretched on a mouldy mattrass above the
blacksmith shop at 115 North Eleventh
stroet, lies the body of William Walker, a
colorod man, The rough hands of poverty
tiod o soiled hundkerchiel around the head,
and folded the arms across the Lreast, and
then having done all they could, the helpers
notilied the auvhorities,

T'he clty ofiicials were first informed, but
claimed they had nothing to  do with
it, and then the county  officials
were told of it, but vtwenty-four hours later
the corpse was stll there without one
watcher to eep away the vermin that might
disfipure it. A single oil lamp, placed upon
n chair beside the corpss, served to reveal
the wretchedness of the room when a re-
porter visited iU at midoight, Not a single
trace ol medicine or of nouvisnnient of any
kind eonld be founid, and nothing wes  there
to show that anyvone bad tried to euaso
the last momaents of the dying
man, While in health he hind
worked around a saloon, and on being takon
sick o physician hud been sent for. He
mirde one prafessional  visit before Christ-
mas and thep ausiged the man's employer if
he would stand the bill, On beiog informed
that he would not, he quit, and then the
county physicians were notified. One eamoe
and preserniBéd a medicine that the man, in
his delirum, refused to take, and he did not
call again,

All through the bitter weatLer of the last
weeks, he was alone  without
fire and without nourishment except
what his former employer occasionally sent
him. Omne or two physicinns heard of the
case, looked in, said he was beyond hope,
and left, until three days ago, when the
gonnty physicinn wns ogain  calied upon
through a telephone from police headbuar-
tors, Has came, but according to the oecu-
pants of the house, said it was too late to do
any good, and two days later Walker
died without care. His npoverty pursied
him after death, and neither the city m
which he hived or the county in which he
breathed his last, or the oficials of either,
decmed it worth their while to remove the
remains, and for the last twenty-four hours,
orsince 5:90 yesterday morning, his body
lios in the garret as a monument of what it
moeans to die poor in Omana,

‘A policeman stood by as the reporter lis-
tened to the story told by one as poor as the
dead, and the shrunken form as it lay on the
bed was only too sure a proof that the story
was o true one,
